Sunday is forbidden because those in- 
terested in game perpetuation consid- 
ered that one day's rest during which 
game could feed free of pursuit was 
absolutely necessary to its existence. 
Because of the thought that hunting 
is a national necessity through which 
men who engage in f.his recreation 
maintain 
health and better citizen- 


ship, and secure a better knowledge of 
the topography of our State, of her 
flora and her fauna, of her waterways 
and her minerals and of her people; 
because through hunting large sums 
of 
aioney are 
put in circulation 
in 


many sections where such money is 
needed, and better methods of living 
suggested; but above and beyond all, 
because through hunting come that 
training in the manipulation 
and 


handling of guns and in snooting 
straight that with limited discipline 
and drill makes the American boy the 
equal of any soldier on the face of tire 
earth, the open season for game was 
made to cover every hour that was 
possible considering the .future of 
;-ame in this commonwealth. 


Our non-migratory birds, classed as 


game, are now free to roam at will 
insofar as man is concerned, but each 
one of these creatures will shortly be 
brought face to face with a danger so 
great that man with his gun stands as 
but a pigmy in comparison, and the 
name of this mighty and overshadow- 
ing danger is Starvation. Through 
the cutting away of our beech timber, 
and the killing of our chestnut trees 
by blight, the greater part of the na- 
tural food suply of our wild life has 
already been taken. What is left will 
soon be covered by snow and ice, and 
what will-our ground feeding birds 


•"alTwild turkeys ana quail and 


'fmg-neck pheasants do then? Of 
what avail will be the law forbidding 
hunting on Sunday or the closed sea- 
son? To simply exist these suffering 
children of Nature must have your 
help. At the best many will perish 
through starvation, but if spoi-tsmen 
do what they can and should do to 
help, many will be saved, and 1 now 
write to beg those who believe 
in 


game preservation, the incentive to 
hunting', to at once take up this mat- 
ter with your fellow sportsmen, locate 
and coveys of grouse and quail in the 
and coveys of grous and quail in your 
neighborhood, and write immediateTy 
to your local Game Protector or to the 
iffiee of the Game Commission at Har- 
risburg, directing where 
such birds 


may be found and we will do our best 
to care for them during the winter. 
We have in hand a considerable fund 
that can be applied to this purpose 
and will be glad to use it if you will 
tell us where it may be applied. Thru 
the Resident Hunter's License, you, 
the man who hunts, have provided 
every cent applied or to be applied to 
wild bird protection, either game or 
otherwise, and 1 now beg you as in- 
dividuals to help us to do the work 
that means so much to you, that you 
want done and that without your help, 
because of the limited force at our 
command, must remain undone. I im- 
plore you to locate the birds as quick- 
ly as possible and write

Sunday is forbidden because those in- 
terested in game perpetuation consid- 
ered that one day's rest during which 
game could feed free of pursuit was 
absolutely necessary to its existence. 
Because of the thought that hunting 
is a national necessity through which 
men who engage in f.his recreation 
maintain 
health and better citizen- 


ship, and secure a better knowledge of 
the topography of our State, of her 
flora and her fauna, of her waterways 
and her minerals and of her people; 
because through hunting large sums 
of 
aioney are 
put in circulation 
in 


many sections where such money is 
needed, and better methods of living 
suggested; but above and beyond all, 
because through hunting come that 
training in the manipulation 
and 


handling of guns and in snooting 
straight that with limited discipline 
and drill makes the American boy the 
equal of any soldier on the face of tire 
earth, the open season for game was 
made to cover every hour that was 
possible considering the .future of 
;-ame in this commonwealth. 


Our non-migratory birds, classed as 


game, are now free to roam at will 
insofar as man is concerned, but each 
one of these creatures will shortly be 
brought face to face with a danger so 
great that man with his gun stands as 
but a pigmy in comparison, and the 
name of this mighty and overshadow- 
ing danger is Starvation. Through 
the cutting away of our beech timber, 
and the killing of our chestnut trees 
by blight, the greater part of the na- 
tural food suply of our wild life has 
already been taken. What is left will 
soon be covered by snow and ice, and 
what will-our ground feeding birds 


•"alTwild turkeys ana quail and 


'fmg-neck pheasants do then? Of 
what avail will be the law forbidding 
hunting on Sunday or the closed sea- 
son? To simply exist these suffering 
children of Nature must have your 
help. At the best many will perish 
through starvation, but if spoi-tsmen 
do what they can and should do to 
help, many will be saved, and 1 now 
write to beg those who believe 
in 


game preservation, the incentive to 
hunting', to at once take up this mat- 
ter with your fellow sportsmen, locate 
and coveys of grouse and quail in the 
and coveys of grous and quail in your 
neighborhood, and write immediateTy 
to your local Game Protector or to the 
iffiee of the Game Commission at Har- 
risburg, directing where 
such birds 


may be found and we will do our best 
to care for them during the winter. 
We have in hand a considerable fund 
that can be applied to this purpose 
and will be glad to use it if you will 
tell us where it may be applied. Thru 
the Resident Hunter's License, you, 
the man who hunts, have provided 
every cent applied or to be applied to 
wild bird protection, either game or 
otherwise, and 1 now beg you as in- 
dividuals to help us to do the work 
that means so much to you, that you 
want done and that without your help, 
because of the limited force at our 
command, must remain undone. I im- 
plore you to locate the birds as quick- 
ly as possible and write

Gen von Bissing, military gover- 


nor offered 25,000 francs reward for 
the name of the editor and promised 
one year's imprisonment to any Bel- 
gian found reading ;t.
